3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1,13, 19-20, 24 and 28, they recite a process for 
detecting when a person in a synchronized audio video clip is speaking. Prior art such 
as Maali and Stork discloses a similar process, but does not specifically teach 
computing audio features from said audio training data wherein said audio feature is the 
energy over an audio frame, to obtain simple and useful computations, as it is only one 
dimensional. This enhances the performance of the speaker detection system and 
method. 

Dependent claims 2-12, 14-18, 21-23, 25-27 and 31-32 are allowed because 
they further limit their parent claims.
